and was then backed down to 3i to 1. Tommy 
Burns rode him. Charley Christy was the best, 
but Wilhite handled him like an amateur and 
was beaten by a neck. At the head of the stretch 
Charley Christy was half a length to the good 
and seemed to be winning, but when Moncreith 
got to him Wilhite blundered and Moncreith 
won. 

Mon Bijou was a false 8 to 5 chance for the 
opening race. She ran a bad race and finished 
third. Lady Cordell at ^ to 1, far too long a 
price, won easily from Henry Ormsby. 

The second event fell to Flo Honeydew, a 20 to 
1 chance, and Topmast, well played, captured 
the sixth.

It is thought that Highland Park will 
also adopt the fifteen-day limit. 

New York reports declare that W. B. Jen- 
nings has been engaged to train a band of horses 
for Mr. J. B. Haggin and race it at San Francisco 
the coming winter and in the East next summer. 
The report is probably untrue.

BAKER & GENTRY WINNINGS. 

Cincinnati, O., Oct. 25. — The following table 
shows the winnings of the individual members 
of Baker & Gentry’s string of horses this season, 
this firm leading the winning owners on the 
local tracks this year, Latonia, Newport and 
Oakley.
